Resolutions 

The  Obama  resolution,  which  passed 
nearly  unanimously,  says  messengers 
"share  our  nation's  pride  in  our  continu¬ 
ing  progress  toward  racial  reconciliation 
signaled*'  by  the  president7 s  election  — 
but  tiie  resolution  also  says  messengers 
"decry"  Obama's  assistance  to  pro-abor¬ 
tion  groups. 

The  resolution  also  expresses  "strong 
opposition"  to  Obama  declaring  June  as 
Lesbian.  Gay,  Bisexual,  Transgender  Pride 
Montit.  Thie  resolution  also  calls  on 
Southern  Baptists  to  pray  for  Obama, 
something  they  did  immediately  after  its 
passage  with  Hunt  leading  the  prayer. 

The  pro-adoption  resolution  notes 
that  the  world  has  upwards  of  150  mil¬ 
lion  orphans  and  it  calls  "on  each 
Southern  Baptist  family  to  pray  for  guid¬ 
ance  as  to  whether  God  is  calling  them  to 
adopt  or  foster  a  child  or  children."  It 
also  encourages  "pastors  and  church

which  states  that  churches  "which  act  to 
affirm,  approve,  or  endorse  homosexual 
behavior*'  are  not  in  friendly  coopera  Hem. 

Some  of  the  church's  openly  homosex¬ 
ual  members  serve  on  church  commit¬ 
tees.  Executive  Committee  members  had

IMB  President  Jem 
Rankin,  a  native  M&aaappian  and  graduate 
of  Baptist-affiliated  Mississippi  College  (MC) 
in  CBnton,  said  more  needs  to  be  done  to 
reach  a  loot  world. 

"Are  we  saying  that  5,000  missionaries 
are  enough...  to  evangelize  the  rest  of  the 
world  while  we  support  over  100,000  pas¬ 
tors,  church  staff  and  denominational

"The  victories  of  faith  in  the  life  of  die 
convention  did  not  happen  because  men 
and  women  loved  doctrine,"  Chapman, 
president  erf  he  Executive  Committee,  said 
during  the  morning  report  June  23.  "They 
happened  because  hey  loved  Jesus." 

Chapman  mentioned  some  of  the  issues 
that  have  been  debated  in  recent  days,  not¬ 
ing  first  hat  the  convention  must  "main- 
taut  a  careful  balance  between  cultural 
adaptation  and  Gospel  proclamation." 

"Some  of  the  church  growth  method¬ 
ologies  hat  masquerade  under  the  guise 
of  Bible  exposition  are  increasingly  known 
for  the  crude  hemes  and  the  vulgar  lan¬ 
guage  of  heir  strongest  advocates.  The 
sacred  desk  is  no  place  for  the  carnal  the 
sensual  and  the  sensational"  he  said.
